SARDINIAN BRIGANDS. 


ARMED BANDS OF OUTLAWS PLUNDER DE- 
FENSELESS TRAVELERS. 

LONDON, July 18.—A private letter from, 
Sardinia gives a startling account of the al- 
most unrestrained depredations of brigand « 
age in that part of the Italian Kingdom. The 
writer asserts that the authorities are s0 
completely powerless to check the outrages 
that they give more attention to suppressing 
news of their . occurrence than they do to 
efforts toward apprehending the outlaws 
and it has become scarcely a matter of 
doubt that .the local officials in the 
smaller cities are interested in shieMing 
them. Thatarmed bands of cut throats and 
robbers should be able to roam at willina 
well settled part ofa civil'zed country often 
within sight of large towns, is almost in- 
credible, but suchis allegedto be the fact. 
Numerous instances ofattacks on travel- 
ers accompanied by guards engaged as pro- 
tection against just such onslaughts where 
the guards disappeared at the first sign of 
danger, .leaving their employers at the 
mercy ofthe robbers, who relieved them of 
their valuables and often subjected them to 
the most outrageous personal treatment, are 
related. Frequent complaints have been 
madetothe government authorities of the 
dangers by which travel in Sardinia is at- 
tended, but it does not. appear that any- 
thing has been done oris likely tobe done 
to put down brigandage and insure safety to 
travelers. 


MICA SMUGGLING. 
HOW AMERICAN CONCERNS MANAGE TO EVADE 
THE CUSTOMS DUTY. 


MONTREAL, July 18.—American Customs 
officers now here claim that large quantities 
of mica have been entered at some ofthe 
customs houses at undervalued prices. They 
are about punishing the delinquents by some 
large seizures. Those to be made withina 
few days will amount to over $100,000. One 
firm of importers of mica in Schenectady, N. 
Y., have already been called to account and 
$10,000 worth of cut mica has been seized 
there by O. P. Ames, Special Agent of the 
United States Treasury Department. The 
mica was shipped from near Ottawa. It 
entered American territory at Richford, Vt. 
The American officers claim that duty was 
paid on only 50 percent ofthe value. These 
officers say they now have clews toa syste- 
matic scheme to defraud the customs, have 
complete proof of the smuggling, and that 
many more seizures will be made withina 
few days. They claim that the practice has 
been carried on for three or four years, most 
of the mica having gone to several large 
electrical concerns in Boston and New York. 


TAUNTS OF TREACHERY. 


WAR SENTIMENT AMONG THE EXTREMISTS OF 
FRANCE. 

Paris, July 18.—The vote of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies yesterday expressing 
confidence in the Government has 
not satisfied the extremists, who are contin- 
uing the agitation in regard to the Al- 
sace-Lorraine passport regulations, and 
who have not ceased their attempts to 
incite feelings against the government. Ata 
meeting of the Extremist party held last 
night it was resolved to call a public meeting 
to protest against what they term ‘‘the 
treachery and cowardice of the government.’’ 
During the past night the Strasburg statue 
on the Place de la Concorde was by some par- 
ties unknown enveloped in a large crape vell. 
The police removed the veiland are hunting 
for the perpetrators of this outrage. 

The Chamber of Deputies to-day approved 
the remaining clauses of the tariff, relating 
to the temporary free admission 
of certain imports. The entire 
new tariff measure was then passed by a vote 
of 387 to 115. The Chamber then rejected 
the proposal made by M. DeFreycinet, Min- 
ister of War, to grant the sum of $120,009 
to the Polytechnics. As a result of the 
resolution the Chamber was suspended anda 
Cabinet Council was summoned to consider 
the situation. It is reported that M. DeFrey- 
cinet has decided to tender his resignation. 


M. RIBOT DENOUNCED. 

LONDON, July 18.—The Times to-day is severe 
in its criticism of M. Ribot, the French 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, saying, 
among other things: ‘‘Never did a man in- 
vested with such a responsibility use poorer 
arguments to ward off a ridiculous storm, 
He has not won for France a single friend but 
he will leave her more isolated and misgun- 
derstood than ever.’”’

A FIEND’S REVENGE, 


Brutal Murder of a Girl Who Had Re- 
pulsed a Lover. 


SEIZED ON THE HIGHWAY NEAR A NEW 
HAMPSHIRE VILLAGE. 


Shot Twice Through the Mead and Her 
Remains Stripped of Clothing—A Posse 
of Citizens in Pursuit of the Murderer— 
Tom Williamson Writes His Criminal 
Record. 


B HANOVER, Ni H., July 18.—As Miss Christie 
Warden, accompanied by her mother and 
her sisters, Fannie and Louise Goodell, was 
returning on foot totheir home, located one 
mile from this village, at a late hour last 
night, Frank Almy, about 380 years of age, 
jumped intothe road in front of them and, 
seizing Christie by the arm, said: ‘‘I want 
you.’’ The mother and sister attempted to 
defend her. Almy fired at them, but missed. 
They ran for assistance. 

It was midnight before the news reached 
Hanover. Sheriff Foster was aroused, the 
fire bells sounded an alarm, and the whole 
village was on the streets. The students of 
the college turned out, and a posse was at 
once organized to hunt down the perpe- 
trators of the crime. A party of armed men, 
guided by the frantic mother and sisters of 
the girl, hurried to the spot where 
the attack was made, but Almy and his 
victim were not to be seen. A searchin the 
bushes, which skirted either side of the 
roadway, revealed the form of Miss Warden 
stillin death. Her bony had been stripped 
of nearly every article of wearing apparel 
and her head showed two gapping 
wounds made by the entrance of 
pisto] balls. Almy had evidently dragged 
his victim to the thicket after the fight of her 
mother and sisters, then completed his mur- 
derous purpose. Oneof the shots from his 
revolver had torn out the left eye of the poor 
girland the other had entered through the 
cheek. But the murderer d fled. 

Miss Warden was a beautiful and most es- 
timable young woman, about 25 years old, 
a graduate ofthe State Normal School, and 
apopularteacher. Almy wasa former em- 
ploye of her father, and his attention to Miss 
Christie had. been repulsed. She was the 
daughter of Andrew A. Warden, a wealthy 
farmer and leading citizen. 

Pursuit of the fend was at once set on foot, 
and itis notatall likely that he can escape 
capture. Almyis about5 feet 10 inches tall, 
has a dark mustache, and ts of pleasing ad- 
dress and welleducated. The father of the 
murdered girl offers a reward of $500 for the 
capture of the murderer. The town will un- 
doubtedly offer an additional reward, as 
nothing to equal the excitement caused by 
this crime hasever before stirred the quiet 
life of the village of Hanover. 


IN THE GALLOW’S SHADOW. 


OLD TOM WILLIAMSON HAS FINISHED HIS RED 
Hae ee RECORD. 
SEDALIA, Mo., July 18.—*‘Old 

lMamsgon, the man now languishing in the Pet- 
tis County Jail, condemned by the Criminal 
Court todangle at the end ofarope on the 
2ist of August, has completed the history of 
his checkered career. Heis Known to have 
committed several murders, just how many, 
however, is yet a mystery. The number is 
surmised at from five to twelve. Old Tom 
has been engaged writing his confession for 
three weeks. He will not talk to newspaper 
men, His attorney will doubtless possess the 
document first.

HANGED IN HIS CELL. 


FRANK DICE LYNCHED BY A MOB AT SPENCER, 
IND. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 18.—A special to 
the news from Spencer, Ind., says: Between 
midnight and daylight this morning a crowd 
of men variously estimated in numbers from 
twenty-five to fifty, one of whom acted as 
spokesman, called at the Spencer jail and 
notified Sheriff’ Johnson that they had 
a prisoner in custody, The Sheriff 
opened the door, whereupon he 
was seized and bound and  »prevented 
from making an outcry. The mob then 
searched the cells until Frank Dice was 
found, and he was overpowered and hung to 
the inside of his cell door, an undershirt 
being used asa rope. The job was quickly 
done and the mob withdrew quietly and dis- 
appeared as mysteriously as they had gath- 
ered. The nearest residents tothe jail were 
not awakened until after the departure of the 
lynchers. Dice was charged with the mur- 
der of a companion named Chaney. 


AN INNOCENT MAN IN PRISON. 

DENVER, Colo,, July. 18.—John L. Campbell 
is serving a life term in the Penitentiary fora 
murder it is now understood he never com- 
mitted.

The body 
presents a most horrible appearance. The 
husband was brought to the spot, but 
showed no signs ofregret. Foul play is evi- 
dent, and suspicion points to the husband as 
the guilty party.

Mr. Meyer said that Frederick Meyer was 
about 32 years old and has been in this coun- 
try since 1884. He wasa dry goods clerk in 
the old country but came to America to avoid 
military service. He has been employed at 
different things, and for the last two months 
tended bar for Anton Zelgier, southeast cor- 
ner Broadway and Chambers street. He 
quit about two weeks ago and remained 
boarding at the place until last Tuesday. He 
said ifhe didnot geta jobdriving a beer 
wagon he would go tothecountry. He has 
been in the habit of goingto Chamols, Her- 
mann and that neighborhood every winter to 
shave barrel hoops. 

Mr. Meyer can give no reason for his 
cousin’s action.

IN THE ANTIPODES. 


The Labor Question the Great Problem 
in Australia. 


CALAMITOUS EFFECTS OF STRIKES IN 
THE COLONIES. 


Mollie Maguires’ Work in the Washing- 
ton Coal Fields—Ominous Situation in 
East Tennessee—Armed Miners Facing 
the Militia—Troops Called Om to Pre- 
serve the Peace in Paris. 


CHICAGO, Ill., July 18.—Hon. W. A. West- 
Erskine of Adelaida, South Australia, who is 
in the city en route to Europe, thinks the 
labor question is bound to cause great trouble 
in Australia. Referring to the trouble with 
the striking shearers in Queensland last 
spring, he said it amounted to a veritable 
revolution. ‘*‘You can’t understand,’’ said 
Mr. West-Erskine, ‘‘how calamitous the 
strike system in the Colonies has grown. 

**In Northern Australia, which is situated 
in the tropics, we grow the finest kind of cot- 
ton. I have seen the podsof this valuable 
cotton dropping to the ground for want of 
picking. The whites will not tolerate col- 
ored labor on the plantations, although they 
themselves can’t work inthe tropics. Vast 
sugar estates, too, had to be abandoned and 
rich mines of silver, gold andtin cannot be 
worked because of the unreasonable attitude 
of the laboring folk. In fact, a territory 
teeming with wealth has beenturned into 
what is little better than a desert. 

‘*The employers have always been most 
liberal. It is not a question of increased 
wages or shorter hours. The masses of the 
laborers are anxious to act fairly, but they 
dare not do so—they are as potter’s clay inthe 
hands ofa knot of disturbers, fellows fluent 
of speech and utterly bereft of conscience, 
who make a profession of agitation. These 
mischief makers play on the cuplidity and la- 
ziness of the workingman and keep up acon- 
tinual clamor, demanding the different gov- 
ernments to borrow money in England for 
public works. Men in search of votes take up 
this ruinous cry with a result that sooner or 
later must be disastrous. 

‘If we include New Zealand and Tas- 
mania,’’ Mr. West-Erskine continued, ‘‘the 
Australian national debt will reach the 
alarming amount of $1,000,000,000. Just think 
of that for 8,000,000 people. Of course we 
have railroads, telegraphs, public buildings 
and schools to show for this, but I can safely 
say that one-fourth of the money has been 
invested in non- productive works. The agi- 
tators never pause to consider that this 
money must be paid back. There are break- 
ers ahead, I can tell you.’’ 


MOLLIE MAGUIRES. 


DYNAMITE BOMBS USED IN THE WASHINGTON 
MINING TROUBLES. 

SEATTLE, Wash., July 18.—Thursday night 
was full of excitement at the Newcastle coal 
mine. A body of Mollie Maguires has been 
qe nes in thecamp and Col, Scott yester- 

orning sent word to the leaders thaf if 
they did not leave camp at once he would set 
a body of negroes on them and exterminate 
them. At 9p. m. five miners who had just 
returned from town were observed to act in 
a suspicious manner. They finally wentto 
the powder house of the men and attempted 
to seize the guard. He fired and they ran 
away. One ofthem, Pat Murphy, was caught 
and put under guard for the night. He-was 
brought to Col. Scott and examined, but de- 
nied any knowledge of the affair. He was 
paid off and sent outof the camp. A dyna- 
mite cartridge was thrown into the cabin of 
August Sanders,a miner, and exploded, de- 
molishing the house and three others sur- 
rounding it. The militia were immediately 
up inarms but no one was caught. Orders 
were received for the militia now stationed 
here to move to Gilman, but it is probable 
that the order will be countermanded as they 
are under the belief that there will be riots 
in the immediate future. The powder-house 
of the Oregon improvement Co. at Benton, 
was broken open Thursday night and a large 
quantity of dynamite and giant powder 
stolen. It is thought it will be used by the 
strikers at New Castle. 


SOLDIERS AND STRIKERS IN TENNESSEE, 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 18.—Reports re- 
ceived last night from Briceville, the scene 
of the trouble withthe miners overthe em- 
ployment of convicts, are to the effect that 
the militia is camped inthe valley, and that 
the surrounding mountains swarm with 
armed strikers, and should a combined at- 
tack be made, the soldiers would have no 
possible chance to escape amnihilation. The 
commandant ofthe militia has telegraphed 
that reinforcements must be sent, and sent 
at once, or the State will be put to the pain- 
ful necessity of burrying its gallant soldier 
boys. To withdraw the troops would coun- 
tenence mob law, and to allow them to re- 

main places their lives in imminent peril. 


STARVING ITALIAN LABORERS. 

DOBBS’ FERRY, N. Y., July 18.—A gang of 
wild, half starved Italian laborers is creating 
terror in this quiet village. For the past few 
weeks the Italians have been lying idle 
around the streets in a state of depravity. 
They can speak very little English and they 
exclaim: ‘‘Want money or work; are starv- 
ing.’’ Two months ago a syndicate known 
as the Dobbs’ Ferry Land & Improvement Co. 
purchased the Courtlandt Palmer estate, 
near Dobbs’ Ferry, and laid the property out 
in blocks and streets. Andrew C. Field and 
Assemblyman Charles P. McLelland are the 
officers of the company. The Italians were 
placed upon the property to work in laying 
the streets. They claim that they have not 
been paid for their services. It is alleged 
that they have nothing to eat but berries 
and green fruit, which they gather in the 
fields. There are grave fears that their suf- 
ferings will cause them to make a raid on the 
citizens if some step is not taken to secure 
their money or if they are not fed. The vil- 
lage authorities have extra policemen patrol- 
ling the streets day and night. The Italians 
walk around the depot and are watching and 
waiting for some one to bring them their 
money. 


RAILWAY STRIKE IN PARIS. 

Paris, July 18.—The strike of railroad men 
continues here. Large bodies of strikers this 
morning surrounded the depots and endeav- 
ored to prevent the men who have not struck 
from continuing to work for the railroad com- 
panies. The police aftera struggle managed 
to disperse the strikers and many of t®rail- 
road depots are now occupied by troops. The 
strikers have held several meetings and have 
determined to continue the strike. The men 
generally are disposed to be Pacific and have 
abandoned the projected procession in order 
to avoid disorder.

TALE OF A CORK LEG. 


The Wedding Feast Was Ready, But the 
Priest Never Came. 

SHAMOKIN, Pa., July 18.—John Kobash has 
been placed under arrest on a charge of se- 
curing a marriage license on false pretences, 
and thereby hangs a tale of love, courtship, 
a wedding that did not take place and pa- 
rental authority defied which is amusing to 
everybody but the would-be bridegroom and 
Kobash. Kobash met John Matchok, a good- 
looking miner, in a saloon a month ago. 
Finding that he was a Pole but recently from 
the old country he took a fancy to him, pro- 
posed that Matchok marry his daughter, and 
before they parted arranged for a meeting of 
the young people at his home the next day. 
Matchok entered into the scheme and the 
next day met Kobash’s daughter Mary, a 
dark-eyed girl. The young people met con- 
stantly after that and on the eighth night of 
their courtship Matchok proposed and was 
accepted. 

One week later, on Saturday night the Ko- 
bash home was filled with guests dancing 
merrily to the scraping of a couple of violins. 
The guests wanted the prospective bride and 
groom to dance, but Matchok said he wasa 
little lame and did not care to waltz. A feast 
was eaten and a barrel of beer consumed. It 
was a gala night and Matchok paid ail the 
bills amounting to $50, besides buying the 
wedding dress of Miss Kobash. When the 
time for the ceremony arrived the priest was 
absent. Then Miss Kohash caused a sensa 
tion by refusing to become a wife and related 
a remarkable and laughable tale. When her 
father came home on the night of his first 
meeting with Matchok, hetold his daughter 
that on the following day a young man would 
call and that he was selected to be her hus- 
band. She protested, but was cowed into 
agreeing to treat him civilly and accept his 
love. Mary had determined that to avoid 
trouble she would receive Matchok kindly, 
but would use her own judgment in 
selecting a husband. On Matchok’s first 
arrival she took a likingtohim. He walked 
as though he was lame, but shed no light 
upon the cause until after a week’s court- 
ship. They were seated on a lounge and 
Matchok slipped his arm around her and 
Stole akiss. She struggled to get away, Dut 
appeared to like his caresses. Growing 
bolder, he placed her on his knees, one of 
which was rather hard. Mary grew inquisi- 
tive, and dropping a handkerchief at his 
feet, leaned down to pick itup. In doingso 
she placed her hand on his left knee and 
found that it was awfully hard. Looking up, 
she asked the blushing miner if he was not a 
cripple and was dismayed to find that he 
wore a cork leg. Onthenight of the awful 
discovery Mary told her mother. The father 
insisted upon the-marriage and warned Mary 
that she must obey him; hehad already se- 
cured a marriage license. On the morning 
of the proposed wedding Mary visited the 
priest andtold him the story and requested 
him to stay away. 

Matchok after the denouement demanded of 
Kobash the money he expended on the cele- 
bration. Kobash said he had none, and the 
following Monday he was arrested and tried 
before a Squire. When asked why he at- 
tempted to force the marriage he said that he 
was a sporting man, and only wanted the 
marriage to havea big time. He was bound 
overin the sum of $500. Since then he has 
drank toexcess. Whenit was rumored that 
he contemplated leaving town his bondsmen 
withdrew, and last evening he was placed in 
a gloomy cell. 


THE LOCUST INVASION. 


Experts Say the Insects Will Do No In- 
jury to the Crops. 

TOPEKA, Kan., July 18.—Chancellor F. H. 

Snow and Prof. F. A. Pupenoe, who were 

commissioned to look into the grasshopper 


} scare in Eastern Colorado and Western Kan- 


sas, have finished their work and sent in the 

result of their investigations from Arriba, 
Colo. They sayin part: The survey of the 
area infested by the long- winged locusts has 
been completed and shows that the district 

covers an irregular section of the northern 
part of Lincoln County, containing about 300 
square miles. Wfthin this area the two fa- 
vorite grasses of the range, buffalo and 
gramal grass, have been eaten to the ground. 
Even here, however, other vegetation is 
practically untouched, not excepting the 
numerous fields of young corn in Iuxuriant 
growth. Theonly injury to any field crop 
which has come to our knowledge is the de- 
struction of a twelve-acre fleld of fodder su- 
gar cane, or sorghum, only, four inches in 
height. We have repeatedly seen the locusts 
passing through corn fleldsin swarms with- 
out inflicting the slightest injury. In sever- 
al cases potato vines reported tous as being 
eaten by these locusts were found upon ex- 
amination to have been destroyed by the 
Colorado beetle and we have seen no eyi- 
dence that these locusts will eat the leaves of 
potato plants. 

If it were possible, which we do not be- 
lieve, that these swarms could invade Kan- 
sas, our farmers need, have no fears for the 
staple crops of the State. Reports agree that 
the eggs from which were hatched these 
armies were deposited last fall by the locusts 
which flew intothis area in August and Sep- 
tember from the South, and it is a reasonable 
hy pothesis that the present generation upon 
acquiring wings will return southward 
toward the original habitation of the 
parents, according toan instinct similar to 
that which was observed to the-movement of 
the Rocky Mountair locusts in each of their 
Kansas invasions. It appears that then, un- 
der exceptional circumstances like the pres- 
ent, this species hitherto considered a non- 
migratory locust may temporarily develop a 
migratory instinct. 

The immature hoppers are now rapidly un- 
dergoing a final transformation and acquir- 
ing wings, and-it will be only a short time 
until they all will have taken fight toward 
the South, leaving their present feeding 
ground to be recuperated by the next good 
rain or two, 2 e .

Free Coinage Will Be Side-Tracked for 
the Tariff Question. 


GOV. CAMPBELL DISCUSSES HIS PARTY’s 
PLATFORM. 


Hamilton County Kickers Will Step Into 
the Traces Before Election Day—Mo- 
Kinley and Protection the Republican 
Campaign Cry—The Southern Alliance 
Manifesto—General Politics. 


CoOLUMBUs, O., July 18.—Gov. Campbell 
states in an interview on the political out- 
look In Ohio that he believes he will run up 
to his ticket in Hamilton County and that9% 
per cent of the Democrats who opposed him 
will drop into line by election day. The silver 
plank, he admits, practically means free 
coinage. ‘‘But then, unlike the tariff plank, 
it was not adopted by the unanimous and 
non-dissenting vote of the convention. 
It was adopted by a vote of about 
4 to 8 which I think actualy 
represented the sentiments of the Demoerat- 
ic party. Ithink there can be no doubt that 
the entire party favors bi-metalism and a lib- 
eral coinage of sitver soasto produce a com- 
parative parity of values between the two 
metais. Iam free to say that all silver legis- 
lation is experimental and that its actual 
effect must be shown only by experience. 
The extremists demand unlimited coinage 
and the doctrinaires cry out that unlimited 
coinage meansruin, but the alarmists are 
not to be trusted no matterat which end ot 
the line they stand. 

‘“‘lam willing to chance free coinage. I 
believe there is a disposition of this question 
which will satisfy 75 per cent of the people 
and the only way to reach it 
is by discussion and experiment. 
If I were to offerany criticism on the part of 
the platform it would be that if it declares in 
favor of the unHmited coinage of both native 
and foreign silver, I believe it would haye 
been better to have restricted the coinage to 
native silver. That would have been far 
enough to go at present. , 

‘*But really this question will not enter 
largely intothe campaign. The people will 
wantto hear something of the silver ques- 
tion, but after the canvass is two weeks vid 
you will hear almost nothing outside of the 
tariff. If some great silver man had been 
nominated on the Republican ticket then the 
Silver question would be discussed, but Maj. 
McKinley stands for protection, and that 
issue will crowd all others to the wall.’’

His Sudden Prostration Creates a Panic 
at the Vatican. 


ATTENDANTS REFUSE TO DIVULGE THE 
CONDITION OF THE FONTIFF. 


The Bitects of the Shock Received at the 
Time of the Powder Magazine Explo- 
sion Belidved to Have Been Very Se 
rious—A Distinguished Italian Special- 
ist Called In, 


Rome, July 18,—Rome was no less startled 
than the rest of the world to learn yesterday 
that His Holiness, Pope Leo XIII. had, on 
Thursday, been seized with a serious illness. 
The announcement of the fact, late as it was, 
came unaccompanied by any particulars 
as to the nature of the malady which had so 
suddenly and apparently so completely pros- 
trated the Holy Father. All that is known 
is the fact that the iliness of the aged Pontiff 
was of such a nature asto cause a panic in 
the Vatican and the sending in hot haste 
for Dr. Oacerelli, the distinguished Italian 
specialist. The health of the Pope is a mat- 
ter fraught with so much forthe whole of 
mankind, and isa circumstance upon which 
such mighty interests hang, that the last 
place in the worid to obtain information of 
the condition of an illing Pontiff 
has ever been the ‘atican, . That

the present case was not an exception to the 
rule, was ascertained by the press represent- 
ative when he attempted to obtain some par- 
ticulars of the illness of the Pope. The at- 
tendants about the palace could be induced 
tosay nothing more than has already been 
made known, that is, that Dr. Cacerelli had 
been in attendance, that the Holy Father was 
now better. 

Being pressed closely, they avoided further 
conversation by saying that any informa- 
tion with regard to the health of the Pope to 
which the public was entitled would be given 
in the form of bulletins. The question 
whether the papal health was so precarious 
as to suggest the possibility of the early 
appearance of a bulletin elicited nothing 
more than a faint smile and gentle shrug of 
the shoulders. 

The officers of the Italian Government, 
who naturally take an extremely lively in- 
terest in the matter were quite willing to 
talk, but unfortunately knew no more of the 
matter than did others not very near to the 
sacred person of Leo XIII. It is recalled 
that onthe occasion of the explosion of the 
power magazine at Bezzo Panteleo, which, 
on April 23 convulsed Rome from center to 
circumference, the Pope,who was at the time 
celebrating low mass, received a shock which 
flung him into the arms of an attendant. 
Although it was reported a few days after 
the occurrence of the accident that the Holy 
Father had recovered from its effect, there 
are many who believed then, as now, that 
the injury done to the nervous system of so 
old and feeble a man as Leo. XIII. could not 
fail to have serious if not fatal conse- 
quences. 

The Popeis a delicate, nervous man. He 
looks like an image carved out of {tvory when 
draped in church vestments, and 
borne aloft on the _ sedia gestaloria. 
The daily lite of his Holiness is tranquil, even 
monotonous; regular as the beat of a 
metronome. That kind of equal life-rhythm 
is agreeable and beneficial to three- 
score and twenty. Few can goon to 80 odd, as 
did Pius IX., enjoying, and even thriving, in 
a succession of public excitements, fatigu- 
ing pontifical ceremonies, receptions of dis- 
tinguished persons, monster audiences. 
Leo XIII., nervous, sensitive, fondof study, 
given to thought, naturally shrinks as a 
nerve from the touch, from people and 
bustle, noise and confusion. He husbands 
his vitality, will not allow strangers to ex- 
hausthim. Hence the tumult caused by the 
recent explosion, when all Rome wasina 
panic, must have told greatly upon his nerv- 
ous system,

Receiving no explanation or apology from you 
therefore, as I had a right to expect, I sent you word

Y oupeesees yourself as being displeased 
with the offensive article, disclaimed ail 
responsibility for 1¢ and said that you had repri- 
manded the employe of your bureau from whom it 
had emanated, You admitted that he was the per- 
son who had been dismissed from this office for 
cause and who was at once taken inte your employ— 
where he still remains; I pointed out to you that he 
had been the promoter of discord during the last two 
years, and thatin my opinion there could be no har- 
monious relations while he continued in your ser- 
vice, 
I further maintained that no employe of yonr 
bureau, sustaining the relations it does to this office, 
has a right to make these assaults and suggested, in

PAYING THE INDIANS. 

BrRowNn’s VALLEY, Minn., July 18.—Pay- 
ments Have been commenced to the 1,724 
Sisseton and Wahpeton Indians on the reser- 
vation west of here. Distribut- 
ing Agent Elrod by Friday night 
had made out checks amounting 
to $10,000 and within a week the whole $370,- 
000 will be distributed. This amount 
gives $213 to every individual man, 
woman orchild. Some draw money only for 
themselves while one man draws for sixteen, 
a total of $3,483. The average will be from 
four to eight in a family. 

Mr. Elrod is assisted by A. 8. OCrossfeld of 
this place, Henry Campbell, Government In- 
terpreter, and Thomas Robertson, 

All the Indians are camped within a mile of 
the agency in different direc- 
tions. They are paying up their 
numerous debts as fast as they receive their 
money, ard $10,000 will be deposited here 
within a week. There is some excitement 
over the attempt to reserve 1 per cent from 
all the Indians for Gen. sanborn 
as only about two-thirds signed contracts to 
pay this amount to him for securing the pas- 
sage of the bill. His opponents are appeal 
ing to the Department for instructions to 
compel Elrod to pay the full amount to those 
who did not sign the contract.

HELMBACHER SIGNS THE SCALE. 


The Amalgamated Iron-Workers Gain a 
Point—Niedringhaus Strike Still On. 


The Helmbacher Forge & Rolling Mill this 
morning signed the scale of the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron and Steel Workers. The 
proprietors of the mill were waited on by 
President Wethe of the association, who se- 
cured their signature wthout any difficulty. 
By signing the scale the mill owners 
bind themselves to pay union wagesin all 
departments oftheir establishment. As the 
Waugh mill at Belleville has also signed the 
scale, President Weihe has secured the sig- 
natures of two mills to the association’s 
scale since his arrival here. He will proba- 
bly leave the city to-morrow morning. Be- 
fore going East he will call upon 
a mill located in East St. Louis 
to secure their signature to the 
scale of the association. Although he leaves 
here in the morning he may return at any 
time, as he has assured the men who are now 
ona strike at the Niedringhaus Rolling Mill 
that he will hold himself in readiness to re- 
spond at any time toa call from them. 

This morning President Wethe attended the 
meeting of the Niedringhaus strikers held at 
their hall on Fourteenth and Anglerodt street. 
It was the regular meeting of the local lodge 
which they hold Om every’ § second 
Saturday. Instead of meeting in the after- 
noon, as is their custom, the lodge met tn the 
morning to-day.They went into session short- 
ly after 10 o’clock and remained in session 
fér over three hours before they adjourned. 
The principal business transacted by then 
was the admission of six 1®W members. They 
were men who worked at the Niedringhaus 
mill, but were not members of the lodge. 
When the present strike was inaugurated, 
however, they went out with the men, being 
in sympathy with the movement. They 
applied for membership in the 
lodge and were admitted. Two of the six 
were the two Welshmen who recently went 
to work at the mills. These Men worked on 
the outside ofthe mill and were asked to 
take the places of the strikers on the inside 
of the mill, and for refusing todo so were 
discharged.

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BANK DOORS CLOSE. 


The River Plate of London Suspends 
Payment. 


WRECKED ON THE SHOALS OF SOUTH 
AMERICAN INVESTMENTS, 


Its Capital Recorded at 87,500,000—Divi- 
dends of 10 Per Cent Paid During the 
Past Three Years—Prominent Finan- 
ciers Among the Directors—Other Busi- 
ness Embarrassaments. 


Loypon, July 18.—The English Bank of the 
River Platte (limited), whose offices are at 15 
Saint Swithins Lane,this city,of which Mr, A. 
F, Smithers is Managing director, has sts- 
pended payment in consequence ot failure of 
the bank to secure assistance that was ex- 
pected to be received to enable the bank to 
tide over its troubles: The difficulties of the 
bank are due to the locking up of South 
American securities. The capital of the bank 
is $7,500,000, half of which is paid in. The 
other half of the capital is only applicable in 
the event of the bank’s liquidation and can't 
be applied to the purchases of busi 
ness. The institution Ras a reserve 
of $2,100,000. During the past three years the 
bank has paid a yearly dividend of W per 
cent. The difficulty in which the bank now 
finds itself arose from the impossibility of 
collecting debts due it in the Argentine 
Republic in consequence of the moratorium 
decree recently published by the Argentine 
Republic. Among the directors of the bank 
are the Hon. Carr Glynn and Sir Cecil Ham- 
ton. 

The directors of the bank in an official 
Statement announce that the bank will go 
into Hquidation owing to the impogssibil- 
ity of collecting its debts in the 
Argentine Republic. The directors say that 
they find it impossible to carry on the bus!i- 
ness without assistance, which in the pres- 
ent financial condition prevailing in the Ar- 
gentine Republic they are unable to obtain. 


YARD IN CONTEMPT. 


BARDSLEY'’S FRIEND HELD IN $5,000 BAIL—NEW 
FACTS DEVELOPED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 18.—The case of 
Henry M. Yard, charged with contempt of 
court, in not appearing before the 
City Council committee of investigation, was 
again before the Common Pleas Court to-day, 
but was not finally disposed of. The decision 
of the case hi dad on whether or not 
the writ of rtiorari taken by Yard’s 
attorney was a supersedeas and 
stayed further proceedings in the 
lower court, After hearing the argument 
Judge Allison announced that it was not in 
the power of the Common Pleas Court 
to decide whether or not the 
writ of certiorari was intended asa super- 
sedeas by the Supreme Court by whom it was 
issued, and in the meantime Yard would 
be held under $5,000 bail until the 
Supreme Court should decide if Court No. 1 
Common Pleas could under the circumstances 
commit him for contempt. 

Checks in the possessions of Thomas 
L. Hicks, one of the Bardsley 
Investigating Committee, show that 
the firm of Glendenning & Co. had paid to 
Bardsley in their settlement with him over 
a million and a quarter of dollars. 
These checks show that from Oct. 10, 1890, 
to the 2ist of May, the day upon which 
Bardsley resigned, the firm paid him 
$1,265,729.79. This money cannot be ac- 
counted for as being represented by due bills 
of the Keystone Bank, forit was received 
after the last due bill from 
that institution was received by Bardsley. 
None ofthe experts’ reports submitted ac- 
count for what has been done with this 
money. Mr. Hicks says this fact, to- 
gether with the report that the City 
Solicitor had unearthed a certain sum depos 
ited with one of the trust companies, leads 
him to believe that some of the money has 
been quietly and safely placed in hiding.

NEWBURYPORT, Mass., July 18.—The Boston 
Boot & Shoe Co. shas assigned in favor of 
Mr. Lincoln of the firm of Batcheldor 
& Lincoln of Boston. The company 
controls five retail stores located in Law- 
rence, Franklin, Amesbury and Newbury- 
port inthis State and Dantelsonville, Conn., 
Manager Carroll of the Newburyport branch 
who has had entire control ofthe stores has 
disappeared. Allsortsof ugly rumors are 
prevalent about Carroll, but the firm has no 
definite idea of the condition of affairs.

factors and wharflngers of this city, had 
failed is confirmed this morning. Their lia- 
bilities are estimated at $250,000. A receiver 
has been appointed to wind up the business 
of the firm.

It has been contended by some lawyers, 
foreigners as well as Japanese that since the 
Czarowitch was traveling officially in Japan 
as the guest ¥ the Japanese sovereign, the 
sanctity of hiS personis guaranteed by the 
criminal code precisely in the same way as 
though he were a memberof the Japanese 
imperial family. But sucha view savors of 
expediency rather than of strict justice, The

It may 
be possible that his offense will be clgssed as 
‘fan act of violence committed pains a 
prominent individual, with the object of In- 
volving the country in war,’’ evidence point- 
ing to this course having been obtained. 

he OCzarowitch has acted with the pro- 
verbial munificence of the Romanoffs toward 
the two Japanese jinrikisha coolies who 
threw Tsuda Sanzo to the ground and 
wounded him with hisown sword. On the 
evening of the isth he summonedthe two 
men on board his Sages and, after giving 
each a decoration and a sum of $2,500, at the 
same time informed them thata pension of 
$1,000 yearly would be deposited to their 
credit for the remainder of their lives. Pho 
tographs were then taken of the two men to 
resent tothelr Majesties, the Czar and 
Jgarina. 

Immediately upon quitting the presence of 
the Czarowitch the two men were taken in 
charge by the Russian sailors and ridden on 
thelr shoulders overthe decks amid yelling 
and cheering. The Mikado presented the two 
men witha decoration and an annual pen 
sion of 86 yen. Thirty six yen tous appears 
as quite a ridiculous amount, but in this 
country it is amply sufficient for the main- 
tenance of men in their condition of life. 

The following is the telegram sent by the 
Emperor of Japan tothe Czar of Russia con- 
eerning the attack upon the Czarowltch on 
the 11th inst, ’ 

In connection with the visit of his Imperial High- 
ness, the Crown Prince, my people were joyfully do- 
ing everything in their wer to welcome him, only 
apprehensive that their efforts might be insufficient. 
lalso, treating him as the honored guest of the na- 
tion, was looking forward with great pleasure to see- 


in m. 

But the future cannot beforseseen. I have been 
shocked tolearn that aheinous outrage has been 
committed and that his ln ess has been 
wounded. yeicians and

ae to his condition and give him what relief I can. 
Happily the wound is slight and his Highness’ 
state is excellent, but it pains me to the heart to have

Words failto express the sorrow I 
eel. I shail keep your Majesty acucrately informed 
as to his Highness’ condition. 

The Empress of Japan also telegraphed to 
the Czarina in very similar terms. 

The answer from the Czar has not been 
made public, but that from the Czarina is 
published as follows: 

I thank your Majesty for the sincere sympathy you 
express in connection with the injury my beloved 
son has suffered in Pad Majesty’s country, which 
by the kindness of Providence, has, happily, no 
proved serious, 

The day following the attack on the Czaro- 
witch at Kioto his Imperial Highness, ac- 
companied by Prince George of Greece, the 
Mikado, and suite, returned to Kobe, where 
the Russian fleet was lying atanchor. The 
imperial carriage was in the center of the 
train and in front and rear of it were car- 
riages containing members of the Japanese 
nobility, members of the Japanese army and 
Navy, and diplomatic representatives. Sol- 
diers with loaded rifies and fixed bayonets 
were in the car immediately behind the loco- 
motive and In the rear of the train. 

Upon arrival at Kobe Station the pa pro- 
ceeded to the landing pian. The Mikado 
seemed very much saddened by the injury 
done to the Czarowitch, and was unceasing 
in his efforts to do everything to atone for the 
amMiction and to show his friendship for the 
imperial Russian family. The carriage con- 
veying the party to the. landing was guarded 
by a strong detachment of Japanese soldiers, 
sent fromthe garrison of the city of Osaka. 
Atthe landing the Mikado and Czarowitch 
took an affectionate farewell of each other, 
and the latter returned on board the Russian 
ete. 

The Czarowitch showed few signs of an 
bad results of his injuries. Over the wounds 
he wore a bandage covered with a large blue 
crape turban fastened with a jemakeh. n. 
He acknowledged the attentions shown him 
by the large crowd which had gathered at the 
landing with over indication of pleasure.

THE MUNICIPAL DEADLOCK, 


The protest of the thick-and-thin sup- 
porters of the Mayor against the conduct of 
the so-called Council combine in refusing 
to confirm certain of the Mayor’s appoint- 
ments contains an excellent exposition of 
the powers of the Mayor and Council in the 
matter of appointments, but nota single 
good reason why any member of the Coun- 
cil should confirm any nomination of the 
Mayor which he may not deem in harmony 
with the best interests of the city. 

The important consideration of the in- 
terests of the city was entirely overlooked 
by the gentlemen who framed and signed 


the protest. The burden of their argument 


is that personal character is the sole test of 
fitness for office, and they claim that when 
the Mayor nominates a man whose char- 
acter is unassailed, the Council should 
confirm the nomination. This view elimi- 
nates all question of public policy in the 
exercise of the Council’s rejection privi- 
lege, and vastly diminishes the scope of its 
restraining power. 

The right of the Council to reject is as 
perfect as the right of the Mayor to nomin- 
ate and the duty of both to exercise their 
right with conscientious regard for public 
interests is imperative. The Council’s 
right to reject was established as a whole- 
gome check upon the executive, and the 
Councilmen are answerable to their con- 
sciences and constituents for the use of it. 
This right carries with it the privilege 
of using all lawful means to make it an 
effective safeguard. The Council cannot 
dictate to the Mayor, but it can prevent 
him from using his appointive power to 
serve unworthy personal or political pur- 
posesor other than publicends, and is 
justified in doing so. 

A deadlock between the Mayor and the 
Council is to be deprecated. It tends to 
interrupt public business and demoralize 
the public service, but it is warranted if 
circumstances make it necessary to the 
protection of the city’s interests. The 
Mayor’s henchmen are endeavoring to 
throw the blame of the present unfortunate 
situation upon the Council combine, but 
before judgment can be passed upon the 
combine it is pertinent to inquire whether 
the Mayor’s conduct is governed by an 
unselfish desire to serve the highest de- 
mands of public policy? If not he stands 
condemned and the combine is not only 
blameless, but commendable.

RIDICULOUS STATESMANSHIP. 

In one of his bursts of protective elo- 
quence Maj. McKINLEY remarks: ‘‘I am 
notagainst the foreign product, I am in 
favor of it for taxation, but I am for the 
domestic product for consumption.’’ 

There is a glittering appearance of fine 
patriotism about this sentence. It pic- 
tures the United States under the guidance 
of Mr. McKINLEY and the administration 
of the Republican party reaching 
out into foreign lands and levying taxes 
upon their products and thus placing the 
outside world under tribute and compell- 
ing it to defray the expenses of our Gov- 
ernment. It is possible that this sophistry 
may be imposed upon some unthinking 
people who will thus be made to revel in 
the pleasing illusion conjured up by the 
brain of the great protectionist. 

But the cold light of fact and logic spoils 
the picture. In order to be taxed the for« 
eign products must come to our custom- 
houses, and they are only brought there 
when they are to be consumed by the 
American people. When these products 
are brought through the custom-houses 
the tax is added to the original price, and 
the American consumers payit. Butin 
addition the amount of the tax is also 
added to American products for the benefit 
of the manufacturers, and the American 
consumers pay that too. Thus while Mr. 
McKINLEY is prating about taxing for- 
eign products and protecting American 
products, the American people are paying 
both scores. oy. 

It seems absurd to have to teach States- 
man McKINLEY that products do not pay 
taxes and to combat him with primer les- 
sons in political economy, but his devotion 
to protection sometimes induces him to 
become ridiculous. 


THE New York newspaper selected by 
the authorities for prosecution for violat- 
ing the absurd secrecy law forbidding the 
publication of the details of executions is 
to be congratulated. There never was any 
reason orf common sense in the law and the 
sooner its constitutionality is tested the 
better. The pharasaical endeavors to keep 
men pure by withholding knowledge is too 
un-American to be palatable in this coun- 
try. All newspapers which are worthy of 
the name publish all the news and do so in 
the discharge of a publicduty. Execu- 
tions are not agreeable events and nobody 
can be blamed for not reading them, but 
they are not without a healthy interest 
from a sociological point of view, particu- 
larly when new methods are on trial as in 
the New York experiment. 


THE Democratic society idea which 
Brick, GORMAN and other Democratic 
committeemen are urging as the best means 
of salvation for the party is not new.

SHE DECEIVEDTHEM 


William Meddicraft and Edward Scheele 
Married the Same Woman. 


BOTH OF THEM WANT A WARRANT 
AGAINST HER FOR BIGAMY. 


Scheele Says a Third Man Named Mc- 
Carthy Also Claims to Be the Woman’s 
Husband—He Tells a Startling Story to 
Assistant Prosecuting-Attorney Estep 
—Police News. ts 


William Meddicraft, a middle-aged Ger- 
man, Called at the Four Courts this morning 
in company with Edward Scheele and asked 
Capt. Young to arrest his wife on a charge of 


bigamy. Meddicraft said that he married 


his wife a year ago under the impression that 
she wasa widow, ‘‘Since then.’’ he said, ‘‘I 
have discovered that she was the wife of Ed- 
ward Scheele, and neither of us know whether 
there Was any divorce obtained before I mar- 
ried her. On July 31 went to my home at 612 
South Broadway, where I found my wife in 
company with a man named McOUarthy. I ob- 

jected to McCarthy’s presence, and to my 

amazement, he told me that she was his 

wife, and that he was married to her before 

she ever heard of me. I then left the 
house and my i wife moved away 
a day or two later in company with the same 
man, McCarthy, who claims to be her lawful 
husband.’’ ’ 

Capt. Young referred Meddicraft te Assist- 
ant Prosecutor Estep and he repeated his 
story tothat official. Mr. Estep questioned 
bot nand then suggested thatthey get 
epother witness. Scheele could not swear 
that his wife had never been divorced. ‘‘If 
she did get adivorce before she married 
Meddicraft,’’ he said, ‘‘it was without my 
knowledge. I know nothing about this man 
McCarthy, who claims he was married to her 
before she met Meddicraft. I propose, how- 
ever, to investigate the divorce she claims to 
have gotten from me _  Defore she 
married Meddicraft.’’ Both men were 
anxious to have the warrant issued 
but the Assistant Prosecuting Attorney de- 
clined, explaining that he would have to 
have further evidence. 

MAKES SERIOUS CHARGES. 

Meddicraft then got excited and said: ‘‘I 
know that my wife brought this man Mc- 
Carthy from Chicago tofixup a plot to get 
me out of the way. I have $6,000 insurance on 
my life and they had it fixed Iam sureto get 
that money. They could do it by fixing a 
dose and mixing it with my food or drink.’’ 

He was questioned closely by Assistant 
Estep, but said he did not have proof positive 
that such a conspiracy had been entered into 
by his wife and McCarthy. He said before he 
left that he proposed to follow up his investi- 
gation, and that when he had matters in 
readiness he would make another application 
for a warrant. 

SCHEELE’S CHILDREN. 

Mrs. Meddicraft is the mother of the little 
8-year old girl Mattie Scheele, who was 
drowned in the river about a month ago. 
Scheele was arrested at the time but was re- 
leased after the inquest. There were three 
children born during Scheele’s mar- 
riage to the presefit Mrs. Meddicraft, and 
these were placed inan orphan asylum. The 
day the child Mattie was drowned the 
three were taken out of the asylum to 
visit their mother. Scheele who had been 
loitering about the house took them out with 
him to fish at the foot of Chouteau avenue, 
and while they were there the little cirl was 
drowned. After the inquest the police took 
charge of the two surviving children and 
placed them inthe House of Refuge,

SEYMOUR’S SLEEPING BOY. 


Jesse Streittt Has Fallen Into His Third 
" Long Slumber. 


Cotumaus, Ind., July 18.—Jesse Streitt, 
aged 13, Seymour’s sleeping boy, has fallen 
into a long slumber, making the third long 
sleep within the last eighteen months. His 
first sleep lasted twenty-one days, and 
during that time he could not be aroused, 
although the most prominent physicians in 
Indiana studied the case and tried to arouse 


him. A few months before-his first sleep he 
fell a barn loft and it 
said, injured his spine, and this 
is sup to the cause of his 
long sleep. When he rallied from this sleep 
he informed his parents that he had been in 
heaven and that he saw bis father work in 
Illinois, relating the ex work in which his 
father was actually en d in at the time in 
This, of coursé, caused much 
comment and attracted a great deal of atten- 
tion to the boy. A constant watch was Kept 
te him, and his sleep was natural until 
about five monfhs ago, when he sunk into 
another long sleep, which lasted several 
days. During this time he was visited by 
hundreds of ple from different portions of 
the State. About 11 o’clock on Thursday he 
asked his mother to cook cabbage for his din- 
ner. There was none in the house and Jesse 
was sent toa grocery near by to purchase 
some. He went tothe grocery and got as far 
in the purchase as tosay: ‘‘I want to—, 
which he repeated several times, then sank 
to the floor, calling for his mother, and was 
asleep ina moment. He was conveyed to his 
home, where all efforts to arouse him were 
unavailing. He has not been sick a or 
taken a dose of medicine this summer. eis 
very pale, breathes regularly with natural 
ulsation and not the slightest indication of 
ever or pain and does not move. His eyes 
are closed, but the lids can be easily thrown 
back, Sei maces y his blue eyes, which look nat- 
ural and do not twitchin the most brilliant 
light. Itisa most remarkable case and has 
com pletely puzzled the ehtire medical fra 
ternity in this locality. 


THE MONITOR FLEET. 


Commander Graham’s Complaint About 
the People of Richmond. 

RICHMOND, Va., July 18.—The effort for the 
removal of the Monitor fleet from its present 
anchorage, three miles below Richmond, has 
assumed an unusual phase. There are seven 
monitors in the fleet and until the arrival of 
Commander Graham, who succeeded Com- 


mander McCarthy, the relations of the peo- 
le of Richmond, Va., and the officers have 
en of the most amicabie character. Com- 
mander Graham, in aninterview published 
yesterday, said: 

The good people of Richmond have no idea of the 
indignities, insults and other annoyanc®s the officers 
and men on boara the monitors are subjected to, par- 
ticularly on Sundays and holidays. People come 
down the river in boate—black and white, ‘male and 
female—and though they have the whole length of 
the distance between the monitors and Richmond for 
their peculiar methods of enjoyment, they insist 
upon coming directly abreast the monitorsand using 
the most vile and dirty language, shouting 
at the top of their voices, jeeriig at 
the men aboard ship, some of them, both men and 
women. divesting themselves of their entire suits 
of wearing apparel, and going into the water ina 
nude condition, within speaking distance of the ves- 
sels. Men have come down in boats, and, pulling 
within twenty feet of the ships , have called out 
officers by name, and used most vile and outrageous- 
ly abusive language to them which is unfit for pubii- 
cation. The passengers on the night excursion 
barges from the city to Warwick Park have, when 
they arrived opposite the monitors, amused them- 
selves by hooting and yelling at the people 
on board the fleet in jeering and 
instulting tones, going so far av =O séta 
call me out by name and make insulting remarks to 
me. Ithink that the foundation for whatever feel- 
ing there may be adverse to me among a certain por 
tion of the citizens of Richmond is simply owing to 
the fact that Ihave never considered it my duty to 
permit the monitors to be used as a public muséum or 
a sort of Coney Isiand pleasure resort, as I think it 
would be subversive to the good order of the vessels 
which I command to tnrow them open to the general 
public. Still I emphatically deny that I have ever 
refused admission to any people that I considered of 
the proper character to come on board. 

The expressions of the commander have 
created a big sensation in this city and there 
is every indication that a lively war will be 
waged, both socially and officially. 


A SCHEME FALLS THROUGH. 


Proposed Compromise With Armour, Mor- 
ris and Swift. 


Boston, Mass., July 18.—The compromise 
between the Chicago Junction Railway and 
the Stock Yards Co. and Messrs. Armour, 
Morris and Swift seems to have fallen 
through forthe present. The trouble is due 
to the stiff demands ofthe Chicago packers. 
The best that the directors could do with 
them wasastock and cash paymentof be- 
tween $2,000,000 and $8,000,000. The London 


stockholders were anxious to accept this set- 
tlement of the differences, but the American 
directors held off, hoping te effect an ar- 
rangement more in fete | with what 
seeined proper. Such an ending seemed 
probable foratime, butas nothing definite 
could be gotten, the directors voted at a 
meeting held in New York to reject the 
roposition. Another plan has been out- 
ined to the directors, embracing a re- 
bate to all packers using the yards, and 
possibly the purchase of the Tolleston land 
site on which Messrs, Armour and others 
proposed to locate. This plan is saidto be 
one which can be adopted without the sacri- 
fice of the dignity of the distinguished 
directors ofthe stock-yards company. The 
urchase of the Indiana land would probably 
nvolve an expenditure of at least $1,250,000 
of $1,500,000 against which the land asset 
would be held. The terms of the original 
compromise, when they became known to 
stockholders here, caused much criticism, as 
it was felt that the pacKers were attempting 
to bleed them. Someofthe directors, how- 
ever, were so confident that the terms would 
be redticed in a satisfactory manner that ad- 
verse opinions were quieted pendingthe re- 
sult. The new plan will probably prove ac- 
ceptable.

To-morrow and thereafter the SUNDAY 
Post-DIsPATCH Will contain the quaint and 
interesting sketches by Mr. Charles B. Lewis, 
better known as ‘‘M. Quad.’’ Mr. Lewis is 
familiarly known in every section of the 
Union. Even in Engiand his quaint humor, 
his homely philosophy and his never-falling 
fund of Yankeeism have made him a wel- 
come friend. The city of Detroit itself has 
achieved fame through his genius, sven as 
sleepy Stoke-Pogis became known to ali the 
world through the pen of the poet Gray. 

A printer originally, Mr. Lewis began writ- 
ing for the Detroit Free Press in 1869. At that 
time the hewspaper had a circulation of 
5,000 copiés. Says the Tribune of that city: 
‘“Thé circulation began to grow rapidly as 
Mr. Lewis developed the character sketches 
that bave made him famous, and it now 
claims a weekly circulation in this country 
and England of 260,000, almost solely due to 


Mr. Lewis’ genius.’’ 

Mr. Lewis first attracted attention by con- 
tributing to the Free Press a series Of sketches 
entitled. ‘‘His Honor and Bijah,’’ which 
made the Police Court of Detroit quite cele- 
brated. After that he began the famous 
‘*Lime- Kiln Club’’ series. Since that he has 
devoted himself to ‘‘Mr. and Mrs. Bowser’’ 
and the Arizona Kicker. 

One thing peculiar about him is his 
fertility and prodigious working capacity. A 
Detroit newspaper,speaking recently of him, 
said: ‘‘His tun is always pure and clean, and 
always contains more or less of that element 
of homely philosophy that appeals most 
strongly to common people. His range has 
had no limits. From broad farce to refined 
and subtle humor, from genially gay to 
tenderly pathetic, from description 
tocharacter sketching, from brief bits of 
hodge-podge to novelette, from quip and 
quifk and jokelet to sober narrative and 
tragedy of sea or plain—all have come from 
his pen in a stream of never-ceasing flow. He 
has been a prodigious worker of wonderful 
fecundity. Very much that has appeared in 
the Free Preis has never been recognized by 
the ordinary reader as Mr. Lewis’s work, be- 
cause of his power toadapt himself to vari- 
ous styles. He has held his place in the pub- 
lic esteem longer than other humorists.’’ 

In 19868 Mr. Lewis had a very remarkable 
experience. He was atthat time living in 
Northern Ohio, and receiving an offer of en- 
gagement oa a newspaper published at 
Maysville, Ky., he started for that point by 
way of Cihcinnati. At Cincinnati he took 
passage Of an up-river steamboat called the 
Magnolia. A few nilles up the river the 
bollers of the steamer exploded, and Mr. 
Lewis was found in the subsequent wreck, 
terribly burned and scalded. He was abso- 
lutely unrecognizable. He was taken to a 
hospitalin Cincinnati which was set aside 
for negroes. Some days after his entrance 
there one of the doctors discovered that he 
was a white man. Lateron his name was 
ascertained and some printers connected 
with the Cincinnati Hnguirer took charge of 
him. When somewhat restored to health he 
wrote and published a unique essay entitied, 
**How It Feels to Be Blown Up.’’ This se- 
cured him immediate newspaper recogni- 
tion and was the beginning of his literary 
career. 

Speaking of Mr. Lewis and his proposed 
change of base the Detroit Worldsays: ‘‘For 
twenty-two long years M. Quad has been a 
prominent figure in Michigan journalism. 
For the past twelve he has been the best 
known newspaper man in the world. It is 
safe to say that his nom-de- plume is familiar 
to more people than that ofany other writer 
of the age; no matter what his line of 
work. No newspaper man with simply one 
specialty can last over fiVe years. M. Quad 
is brighter and better to-day than ever be- 
fore. He has lasted and will continue to 
last, because he has a dozen specialties. He 
is wise, witty, pathetic, descriptive, philo- 
sophical—he isa painter of human nature in 
all its phases. Heis Known and quoted as 
much for onelineas another. Since he be- 
gan climbing the ladder of fame more than 
fifty would-be humorists have popped up and 
disappeared again, and he has never had 
evena respectable rival.

And when the prisoner 
answers, ‘‘I’m sick,’ in a voice and expression that 
would plainly indicate the same, the guard jerks him 
from the ground and gives him a kick or two and then 
other tortures are applied to find out if heis 
shamming or not. That experience alone would be 
enough to make a well man sick. 

The soup and bread and water are good enough, 
but the meat is often very bad. The prisoners must

A PLAGUE OF LOCUSTS. 


Grasshoppers Make Their Appearance in 
Kansas and Texas. ) 


The hews from Southwestern Texas and 
Southern Kansas received by dealers in cot- 
ton and grain in this city is tothe effect that 
those sections, while they have not yet suf- 
fered very severély, are In great danger of 
being overrun by grasshoppers. This pest 


has not appeared for many years, the last 
serious flight of locusts having taken place in 
1875, but none who witnessed the destruction 
wrought at that time will ever forgetit. All 
Kansas and much of Missouri was swept 
clean, and the loss to farmers amounted 
to millions of dollars, The appearance 
of these — is therefore regarded with 
terror. That they have reappeared is cer- 
tain, although their flight Is different from 
that of their predecessors. As well as can be 
judged from the information avaliable, the 
locusts are coming from the ~ 2 plateaus of 
New Mexico and Colorado and are divided 
into two bands. One part is working its way 
through Western Texas, the other is found in 
Southwestern Kansas and the Indian Terft- 
ritory. The Texas swarm is the largest 
and has already swept clear of every 
blade of grass hundreds of acres of 
age land ahd some few farms 
but it snot yet reached a_ section of 
country where there are many crops. It is 
at present headed toward the Panhandle, 
and if it strikes this region the destruction 

while serious, will not be disastrous. But 
should the locysts turn toward the South- 
east they would strike a rich agricultural 
region and inflict immense damage. The 
Southwestern Kansas swarm is regarded as 
by far the most Gangerous, although it does 
not cover nearly so large an area of country. 
It is as yet principally confined to a compar- 
atively arid region but the are 
reported to be advancing toward the rich 
agricultural belt. The encouraging feature 
of the present invasion, and one in which it 
differs from that of 1874 and 1875, is the slow 
flight of the locusts. They advance buta 
mile a day, andappearto be diminishing in 
number. A few days ago a Santa Fe train 
struck a swarm, and greut difficulty was ex- 
perienced in passing through it, asthe 
crushed grasshoppers so lubricated the track 
as to cause the wheels to slip, and it wasonl 

by the liberal use of sand that the train coul 

advance. If the present rate of progress is 
not increased, no very great damage is ap- 
prehended for this year, but the farmers 
dread next year, asthe yeres et gael deposits 
a eggs, which are hatched out the next 
eason.

WALLA WALLA, Wash., July 18.—The court- 
martial of Col. Compton wascontinued yes- 
terday. The principal witness examined was 
Prosecuting Attorney H. 8. Blandford, who 
stated that he, in company with Sheriff Mc.- 
Farland, called on Col, Compton on the even- 
ing Hunt was lynched and asked him to keep 
the soldiers atthe post. To this the Colonel 
answered that he would as soon think of 
members of the Episcopal Church sacking 
the church as to think his soldiers would at- 
tack the jail.

Fitzsimmons Contest.

CARROLL’S LAME EXCUSE FOR UGLY RU- 
| MORS ABOUT THE FIGHT. 


Fitzsimmons Declares He Will Make Short 
Work of Hall—The Harvard-Oxford 
Boat Race—New York Papers Roast 
Buck Ewing—Something About Sunol— 
Sporting News in General. 


St. Pau, Minn., July 18.—No selection as 
yet has been made of a referee for the com- ' 
ing fight for the world’s middle-weight 
championship, but it is stated by those in 
charge of the arrangements that it will be 
Jim Corbett of California, who is expected 
to arrive to-day. There was some objection 
to Joe Mannix, who has been referee in most 
of the contests of the Twin City Athletic 
Club, but for what reason is not Known. The 
probability is that it was thought he was not 
strong enough to separate the fighters in a 


clinch. : 

Betting is becoming lively around the ho- 
tels and pool rooms, most of it being in favor 
of Fitzsimmons, and ranging all the way 
from $100 to $80. Some large bets are also 
being made by sporting people who have 
seen Fitzsimmons training at White Bear 
Lake. A horseman who Is here in advance of 
the races yesterday placed $1,500 to $1,300 on 
Fitzsimmons, and says he has more 
of the same kind of money. John 
Donaldson, a friend of Hall, is 
backing him strongly, but it ts doubtful if 
he will stick upto it until the day of the 
fight. Jimmy Carroll yesterday stated in the 
presence ofa large number of auditors who 
took an outing at White Bear Lake, that al- 
though the New York papers stated it would 
be a fake, he desired them all to state in 
their papers that it would bea fight for 
blood and to a finish, explaining the animos- 
ity of the Eastern press as cOming from sym- 
pathy for Dempsey, whom Fitzsimmons 
krfocked out so easily at New Orleans. 


The fight may be an honest one, but ap- 
pearances are decidedly against it and Jimmy 
Carroll’s claim that the charges are made 
because Fitzsimmons whipped Dempsey is 
about the thinnest excuse that could possibly 
be offered. Next Wednesday night’s develop- 
ments will alone show what truth there is in 
the charges against the  square- 
ness of the fight. A telegram 
from White Bear Lake Thursday 
to the Cincinnati Enquirer reads: Robert 
Fitzsimmons was, king of White Bear for 
three hours this afternoon, the occasion be- 
ing the visit of the 600 editors tothe National 
Editorial Convention to the f@mous Minne- 
sota resort. Almost without exception the 
quilldrivers visited the gymnasiim where 
Fitzsimmons istraining and shook the big 
right hand of the man who has entered into 
a contract to ‘‘punch the face of Jim Hall’’ 
for $11,000. 

The ladies, too, went through the quarters 
of the pugilist and looked with interest upon 
the gloves, the big swinging rings and bags, 
the rowing machines and other training ap- 
paratus. Fitzsimmons and Carroll were both 
very affable, and expressed renewed con‘- 
dence inthe prospect of victory. Fitzsim- 
mons has been doing very little training for 
the past three days, and his weight hada run 
up to 1544 pounds again this morning. He

If Sunol’s phenomenal speed as 
a 2-year-old ‘*knocked endwise’’ all previous 
ideas ofthe early development of speed in 
the trotting horse, what shall be said of her 
tremendous burst as a 83-year-old, when she 
came under the wire in 2:10%, beating the 
great 5-year-old record of Jay-Eye-See, 
though not quite equaling that gelding’s re 
corded form at maturity, placing herself the 
third animal by the record in the trotting 
horse world. 

Sunol was traveled abouta great deal last 
year, in her 4-year-old form, and as she used 
to be rather nervous, she is supposed to have 
gone ‘‘off’’ somewhat and did not imp ve, 
although she equaled her 38-year-old record. 
ut this year it will be different. Marvin has 
the great filly still (a great boon granted him 
by Robert Bonner, her owner) and he will try 
to break not only her own, but Maud §.’s rec. 
ord atthe San Jose track early in August. 
Marvin is sanguine that he will make Sunol 
at least improve her own figures the first time 
of asking, but most good judges think 
that she will require the keying up of at 
least two or three fast efforts against the 
watch toenable her to knock off any frac- 
tions of seconds from even her own wonder- 
fulfigures.
